1, The construction bureau at Cottbus (N 53/A 57) airfield is to be transferred to 
Werneuchen (N 53/V 06) after completion of the work at the field. An advance 
detail hed already left for Werneuchen. ‘he airfield there was to be enlarged 
so that it would exceed the sise of Cottbus airfield. {1) 


2, Twanty-six twineengine, low-wing monoplanes with suspenced in-line engires and 
double rudder agserblies were standing in front of the hangars and on the land= 
ing ficle of Cottbus airficld on 12 October 1950. Two biplanes were in an open 
hangar.

gq. Twelve to fifteen had their noses and cabins covered with tarpaulins. 
The cabins had an attached roof and an antenna rod, with two branch

b, About 3 plenes whose noses anc cockpits were also goveree with tarpzne 
lins had double canopies over the cockpits.

¢, ‘bout seven planes with straight antenna rods in the midcle of the cock- 
pit roofs. The outlines of the cockpit slows no protuberance. A mae 
chine cun projected to the rear, The planes had white propeller hubs 
anc most of them had metal propellers.
